GLEE  CLUB  PARTICIPATES  IN 

SYMPHONY  HALL  MUSIC  FESTIVAL 


ROBERT  SMYTHE  ELECTED 

SENIOR  CLASS  PRESIDENT 


On  Sunday  afternoon,  March  2,  the  Gov- 
ernor Dummer  Glee  Club  oarticiuated  in  the 
seventh  annual  concert  of  the  New  England 
Preparatory  School  Music  Festival  Chorus 
at  Symphony  Hall,  Boston.  The  combined 
glee  clubs  of  several  New  England  prepara- 
tory schools  presented  Randall  Thompson's 
Alleluia,  Mozart's  Eine  Kleine  Nachtmusik 
and  Sonata  in  C  Major  jor  Organ,  and  Three 
Chorales  and  Choruses  from  "The  Mass  in. 
B  Minor"  by  Bach.  The  latter,  inspiring  in 
its  proportions,  exquisitely  designed,  ever 
sensitive  in  its  expression  of  the  text,  is 
Bach's  deepest  statement  of  faith  and  one 
of  the  great  epics  in  music  literature. 

The  chorus  of  320  voices  was  accompanied 
by  members  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orches- 
tra and  conducted  by  G.  Wallace  Woodworth, 
director  of  the  Harvard  Glee  Club. 

Besides  Governor  Dummer,  the  participat- 
ing schools  were  the  Beaver  Country  Day 
School,  Dana  Hall  School,  Groton  School, 
Milton  Academy,  The  Phillips  Exeter  Acad- 
emy, Walnut  Hill  School,  and  The  Winsor 
School. 


TWO  ADDITIONAL  ALL-WEATHER 
TENNIS  COURTS  READY  BY  SPRING 


Governor  Dummer  will  have  two  addi- 
tional "all-weather,  non  maintenance"  courts 
when  the  tennis  season   opens  this  spring. 

Located  in  the  field  adjacent  to  the  exist- 
ing courts  near  the  Cottage,  the  new  courts, 
made  possible  by  the  generosity  of  parents 
and  friends,  are  being  constructed  bv  War- 
ren Brothers  of  Cambridge.  The  grading  was 
completed  last  fall;  the  gravel  sub-base  is 
already  in  place;  and  the  metal  posts  for  the 
backstops  have  been  erected. 

As  soon  as  frost  is  out  of  the  ground  this 
spring,  additional  rolling  will  prepare  the 
gravel  sub-base  for  the  two  layers  of  as- 
phalt and  cork  which  constitute  the  play- 
ing surface.  It  is  expected  that  the  courts  can 
be  ready  for  play  at  the  beginning  of  the 
spring  season.

F.  Smythe,  50  Shorewood  Road,  Marblehead, 
was  elected  president  of  the  class  of  1952.

DISPUTED  PORTRAIT  OF 

FOUNDER'S  FATHER  NOW 

HUNG  IN  MANSION  HOUSE

Through  the  generosity  of  a  friend,  the 
Academy  this  winter  has  come  into  posses- 
sion of  the  supposed  self  portrait  of  Jeremiah 
Dummer,  colonial  silversmith,  merchant,  and 
public  servant.  Jeremiah  Dummer  was  the 
father  of  William,  the  Lieutenant  Governor, 
bv  whom  the  Academy  was  founded  in  1763. 
The  portrait  now  hanging  in  the  Mansion 
House,  shows  a  dignified,  aristocratic  gentle- 
man, "with  a  long,  thin  face,  keen  eyes,  Ro- 
man nose  and  full  lips — ".  He  is  dressed  in 
a  full  wig,  white  stock  and  greenish  coat. 

The  signed  portrait  of  Jeremiah  Dummer. 
which  came  to  light  in  1921.  has  created  one 
of  the  most  fascinating  painting-mysteries  in 
recent  times.  Hermann  Frederick  Clarke  and 
Henry  Wilder  Foote  have  written  a  scholarly 
and  exciting  book  Jeremiah  Dummer  (pub- 
lished by  Houghton  Mifflin,  1935)  telling 
the  story  of  his  life,  his  fame,  and  the  sci- 
entific detection   which   has  been   done   upon 


the  picture.  It  is  from  their  book  that  I  have 
taken   this   article. 

Jeremiah,  the  eldest  son  of  Richard  Dum- 
mer. a  rich  and  influential  man  in  the  Colony, 
was  born  on  September  14,  1645,  perhaps  in 
a  farm  house  on  the  Academy  grounds, 
probably  on  the  site  where  Moody  House 
is  now  located.  Nothing  is  known  of  his 
schooling,  and  little  is  known  of  his  youth, 
though  it  is  reasonable  to  think  that  he  work- 
ed about  his  father's  farm  until  he  went  to 
Boston  about  1659,  apprenticed  to  John  Hull, 
the  silversmith.  It  was  from  Hull,  for  whom 
he  worked  for  eight  years,  that  he  learned 
his  trade,  his  later  skill  as  a  merchant  and 
his  lasting  devotion  to  the  public  good. 

As  a  silversmith,  Jeremiah  Dummer's  work 
is  not  prolific  in  either  variety  of  objects  or 
in  number.  His  silver  work  is  practical,  not 
ornamental; — the  workmanship  of  which  has 
an  excellence  not  equalled  in  17th  century 
America.  One  of  his  silver  tankards  is  at 
present  in  the  Headmaster's  Office. 

From  Hull,  one  of  the  successful  mer- 
chants of  the  period,  he  learned  the  rudiments 
of  business  that  was  to  make  him,  in  middle 
age,  a  wealthy  man.  From  1697-1713,  there 
are  records  showing  that  he  was  part  owner 
of  eleven  ships,  bringing  him  goods  and 
riches  from  England,  Spain  and  Newfound- 
land. 

Jeremiah  Dummer  took  great  pride  in 
his  civic  obligations  and  duties.  History  tells 
us  that  during  the  last  quarter  of  the  17th 
century  until  his  death  in  1718.  he  was  al- 
most continually  in  public  office. 

He  died  May  24,  1718,  and  was  buried  in 
the  Dummer-Powell  tomb  in  the  Granary 
Burying  Ground  in  Boston.  The  Boston  Neivs 
Letter  for  June  2,  1718,  contained  an  obituary 
which  reads  in  part:  "On  the  25th  past,  De- 
parted this  life  Jeremiah  Dummer — having 
served  his  country  faithfully  in  several  Pub- 
lick  Stations,  and  obtained  of  all  that  knew 
him  the  character  of  a  Just,  Virtuous,  and 
Pious  man; — ." 

Jeremiah  Dummer  had  married  Anna  At- 
water  before  1672  by  whom  he  had  nine 
children.  Only  two  have  a  fame  of  their 
own.  William,  the  eldest,  became  Lieutenant 
Governor  of  Massachusetts.  Jeremiah,  Jr., 
or  Jeremy,  is  remembered  for  his  work  in 
behalf  of  the  colon v  of  Massachusetts,  while 
he  lived  in  England.  It  was  he  who  fought 
and  defeated  by  vigorous  pamphleteering 
the  possible  annulment  by  the  House  of  Com- 
mons of  the  charters  previously  granted  to 
the  New  England  Provinces. 
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ALLEGED    SELF   PORTRAIT    OF 
JEREMIAH    DUMMER 


The  "self  portrait"  of  Jeremiah  Dummer 
has  presented  a  challenge  to  art  experts.  Un- 
til the  end  of  the  19th  century,  little  atten- 
tion was  paid  to  the  arts  and  crafts  of  the 
early  colonies.  Owners  of  early  portraits  were 
more  interested  in  the  subjects  of  the  por- 
trait, than  who  painted  them.  Suddenly  in 
1921,  this  signed  portrait  of  Jeremiah  ap- 
peared for  sale,  and  was  bought  by  the 
Copley  Art  Gallery  in  Boston  from  a  Mr. 
Whitcomb.  through  a  New  York  dealer.  And 
here  begins  the  mystery  with  several  points 
of  scepticism,  and  the  careful  attempts  of  the 
art  experts  to  establish  or  disprove  the  post- 
humous claim  of  Jeremiah  Dummer,  por- 
trait painter.  Whitcomb  had  written  a  letter, 
stating  the  pedigree  of  the  picture,  that 
is,  those  who  had  owned  it  since  the  original 
ownership.  All  efforts  to  locate  Whitcomb, 
who  said  that  he  lived  near  New  York  for 
many  years,  and  later,  Manchester,  New 
Hampshire,  have  failed.  There  is  no  proof 
whatever  that  he  ever  existed.  The  gentle- 
man who  bought  the  portrait  for  the  Copley 
Gallery  is  now  dead,  and  the  New  York  dealer 
won't  talk.  Whitcomb's  letter  has  many 
undocumented  statements  which  have  given 
rise  to  some  questions.  One,  why  did  Jere- 
miah give  the  portrait  to  his  third  son  who 
was  in  England,  and  not  William,  his  eldest, 
a  man  of  some  importance  in  Massachusetts? 


ll  is  possible  thai  the  Whitcomb  pedigree 
has  been  fabricated — and  this  is  impossible 
to  prove.  Also,  the  portrait  may  be  authentic 
—  all  scientific  evidence  points  to  its  authen- 
ticity. 

The  second  point  of  scepticism  brings  out 
the  fact  that  there  is  not  one  contemporary 
reference  mentioning  Jeremiah  as  a  portrait 
painter.  It  is  quite  possible  that  he  began 
to  paint  as  a  hobby,  in  middle  life.  His 
fame  as  a  silversmith  and  his  reputation  in 
public  office  were  established  and  would  far 
outshine  his  amateur  status  as  a  painter.  If 
the  dignified  Jeremiah  wanted  to  paint,  it 
was  his  affair.  He  possibly  thought  it  was 
not  worth  recording  in  letters  or  a  diary;  and 
his  friends  may  have  thought  so  too.  Since 
Jeremiah  Dummer,  before  1921,  had  never 
been  suspected  of  painting,  it  is  unlikely  thcit 
a  forger  would  select  Dummer  for  such  a 
fame — which  he  would  more  likely  do  if 
Dummer  had  been  known  as  a  painter. 

The  critics  have  wondered  where  Dummer 
learned  to  paint.  The  answer  seems  possible 
from  the  fact  that  he  was  an  excellent  en- 
graver. The  plates  that  he  made  for  Con- 
necticut money  in  1701  are  of  delicate  design 
and  execution. 

The  last  sceptical  point  is  the  signature 
itself.  It  was  not  usual  in  the  17th  century 
to  sign  a  portrait  on  the  back,  as  it  came 
to  be  in  the  18th.  Still  this  painted  signature, 
the  signature  of  the  engravings,  and  the  writ- 
ten signature  of  Jeremiah  Dummer  are  all 
identical.  George  Stout  and  R.  G.  Gettens  of 
the  Fogg  Art  Musuem  at  Harvard,  who  have 
studied  the  portrait  by  X-rays,  have  stated 
that  there  was  nothing  in  the  signature  which 
didn't  show  it  to  be  contemporary  with  the 
portrait.  The  X-rays  show  the  picture  to  be 
old,  with  "no  considerable  repainting". 

Here  the  case  rests.  Inconclusive  as  it  is, 
there  is  much  evidence  to  substantiate  the 
genuineness  of  the  painting.  To  find  one  oth- 
er signed  portrait  of  Jeremiah  Dummer  with 
an  unquestionable  pedigree  or  to  find  one 
sentence  from  contemporary  sources  refer- 
ring to  him  as  a  painter,  would  be  conclusive 
— and  the  case   would  be  solved. 

If  Jeremiah  Dummer  is  proved  a  painter 
of  portraits,  the  paternity  of  a  group  of 
thirty-odd  unsigned  portraits  of  the  period 
irom  1600-1715,  that  are  similar  in  style  and 
technique,  would  be  solved.  Until  there  is 
further  evidence  that  he  was  or  was  not  a 
painter  of  portraits,  a  reasonable  hypothesis 
is  that  he  indulged  in  the  art  to  gratify  his 
familv    and   friends.
